War Clouds.

Human nature is tho same to-day as 
it was centuries ago. Tho growth of 
civilization and tho sproad of iniolli- 
geDco havo changed all clso savo tho 
inherent savageuess of man. Blood- 
letting is as great a science to-day as 
it over was, and tho nation that pos- 
sesses tho most improved principle 
for assisting man to "shuffle off this 
mortal coil" with expedition, will 
prove tho victor in the coming shock. 
The Eastern question ia tho onJy con- 
tinental entanglemont that Groat 
Britain has to drug her into difficulty ; 
and should Russia remain (which is 
not likoly) a passive spectator while 
every othor continental power is en- 
gaged in deadly conflict, there will bo 
no occasion for interference on our 
part. 

The Russian Treaty KaiiQed. 

Oar special dospatch announcostho 
ratification of tho treaty whoroby Rus- 
sia agrcos to soil and tho United Statos 
agrees to buy all that tract of land 
lying north and west of tho 60th de- 
gree of latitudo and known as tho 
Russian Possessions in North Amorica. 
The importance of this purchaso can- 
not bo overestimated. It opens to 
Amorican enterprise tho inexhaustible 
fisherieH and thoextensivo fur trado of 
that region, besides f?mng tho United 
Stales control of a strip of seabcard, 
ton leagues in width, from Fort Simp- 
eon to tho 60th degree of latitudo. 
Award that powor San Juan Island, 
and Groat Britain will huvo scarcely 
a foothold of coast ou tho Pacific that 
she can call her own, or with which, 
in caso of war with our neighbor, she 
would not find it next to impossible to 
communicate John Bull, in Amorica, 
is being hummed in by Brother Jon»- 
athan in a manner much moro forciblo 
than ogroeablo ; and if tho Duko of 
Buckingham really stated, >vi roporteJ, 
that tho cossion ot tho RuHsian terri- 
tory to tho Americans is a matter of 
indifference to Her Mnjcaty's Govern- 
ment, ho was cither ignorant of t e 
Bubjoot on which ho spoko, or tho 
Homo Government is trying to rid 
hersolf of her Culonios. Tho under- 
standing botween tbo United Slates 
and Russia is cordial, and although tho 
cession of this territory doos not indi- 
cate an alliance offensive and defonMvo 
between tho two powers, it would 
seoin that Russia is preparing for 
trouble on tho Eastern question, and 
is eudoavoiing to buy tho moral sup- 
port and Bympathy of Amorica in tho 
Btrugglo which t tho whole world is 
aware must soon take place 

The Capital Question, 

A remarkable contradiction exists 
botwoon Govornor Soymour's message 
about tho eeut of Government and his 
remarks upon tho same subject at tbo 
prorogation of tho Legislative Coun- 
oil. In the message UiB Excel loncy 
Bays: "I was told by ao influential 
person that it was tho intention of tho 
Govornmont that tho scat of Govern- 
ment of British Columbia should be 
at Now Westminster." Now, if such 
woro tho "intention" of tho Homo Gov- 
ernment, it would follow that tho 
situation of tho Capital was at least 
undecided j but in tho Prorogation 
Speech tho Govornor says that tho 
«' Soat of Government is fixed by law, 
honor," &o., "at New Westminster." 
By what law ? Was such an ordinanco 
passed daring the two or threo days 



that elapsed botwoon tho writing ol 
tho moBsago and tho delivery of tho 
Booeoh ? Certainly not, Tho " inten- 
tion" of tho Homo Government is not 
law; and tho fact that tho first drafts 
of the Union Bill contained a clause 
providing that tho Soat of Govern- 
ment should bo fixed at Now West, 
rainstor, bat which was struck out by 
order of the Home Government, cloarly 
shows that tho quostion is an opon 
ono, and that tbo pooplo of tho Colony 
havo a right to try and influenco Hor 
Mi'jesty'a Govornmont to placo it, 
whoro it will, bo most convenient for 
tho IargeBt numbor of inhabitants — 
accessible at all soasons and in all 
woathors — whoro tho Government 
may bo most economically adminia- 
torod, and whoro it will bo moat uao- 
ful to tho great mass of its citizens. 
Unquestionably, tho only place in tho 
Colony posaossing all thoso advantages 
is Victoria, and tho Govornor will 
sooner or later diaoovor— if ho bo not 
alroady alivo to tho fact — that tho at- 
tempt to build up two towns in such 
closo proximity as Victoria and Now 
Westminster, must result disastrously 
to both.

Shall wr trace one ol tho 
Sisterhood to yonder poor 'ied, to tho beg- 
gar's roof 7 The l.'oor is dare p ; it is the abode 
of misery ; upon a wretched pullet lies a 
human form; the immortal soul is passing 
from its clayey tenement ; no relative 
attends to smooth the pillow of tho dying ; 
but there stands a woman I An infant's wail 
is beard j she hears the short, deep ga«p, 
and then tho parting groan. But tho now 
motherless child 1 She is clasped to a heart 
where truth and love abides. She is now an 
Orphan adopted by the Sisters of St. Ann'?. 
I'be infant is nourished ; it grows up to child- 
hood; it is taught; the little hands are joined 
in prayer to Itim who soes in secret ; it is 
taught to bless its Heaveoly Father for its 
iowa d life, and to look to a higher life. 
It is not by direct instruction alone that the 
Sisters prepare and train these adopted 
children for the situations they may be 
called upon to fill in life — tho highest princi- 
ples and best feelings of our nature aro 
cultivated in their minds. It is their pleas- 
ing duty, and they hopefully anticipale, that 
when, after the struggles of lile aro over, 
they shall meet aguiD in Heaven — no wan* 
derer lost.

Female agency has a high 
place in her system. To devout women she 
assigns spiritual functions and dignities. 
But the laithful Sisters of St. Ann's ask not, 
when called upon by the helpless or the 
forsaken, whether the object that demands 
their sympathy we a born a heretic or a 
scliisrna'ic — all such feelings are hushed in 
favor of the plea —poverty. Mis3 Nightingale, 
when she visited the hospitals on the battle 
field of the Crimea, or John Howard the 
philanthropist, or Mrs Elizabeth Fry, when 
tbey visited the seenes of woe in prison 
dungeons, asked not what was the creed of 
the sufferer ? Was tho Protestant, or tho 
Baptist, or the Quaker, more nobly em- 
ployed than Sister Providence, a Catholic 
Sisler ? But enough, lot a poetess plead 
lor the charity : —

Eastern States. 

WASHINGTON, April 9. — Lato iu tho after- 
noon, after an olaborato debato, tho Senate 
ratified tho Uussian Treaty, only two votes ia 
negative. 

New York, April 10.— Tho Great Eastern 
leaves on tho lGth. Not over throo hundred 
passongcrs havo been securod. 

New York, April 10.— Tho Ilerald has the 
text of tho Russian Treaty. Article 1 fixes the 
eastern lino as established by Russia and 
England, and the western lino, including the 
Altaian Islands, east of 103 meridian. Articlo 
2 codes all tho public buildings except tbo 
churches, and cedes tho archives and docu- 
ments relative to tho territory. Articlo 3 pro- 
vides that tho inhabitants who choose to ro-^ 
main, except uncivilized tribes, shall onjoy all 
tho rights, ndvuntnges and immunities of 
citizens of the United States. Article 4 pro- 
vides that tbo cession with tho right of pos* 
session shall bo complete on tho ratification. 
Article 5 provides that immediately after the 
change tho military posts shall bo given up, 
and hb soon as practicable tho troops will be 
withdrawn. Articlo G says tho cession is 
hereby declared freo and unencumbered by 
any reservations, privileges or franchises 
granted by Russia. 

Canada. 

Toronto, April 10. — Six gunboats aro ready 
for servico on the lakes. 

The Herald's Buffalo special dispatch snvs 
tho commander at Fort Erio has notified tho 
authorities that a prominent engineer has been 
taking plans of tho frontier below the Suspen- 
sion Bridge, and asks that reinforcements be 
stationed at tho Tillago of Niagara. It is 
feared that tho Fenians intend another move- 
ment. 

Europe. 

Londox, April 10.— Tho Spanish Govern- 
ment refused to yield to tho demands of Eng- 
land for indemnification in tho caso of tho 
steamer Tornado. 

Atukxs, April 10.— Tho Sultan threatons to 
declaro war against Greece, on account of tho 
continuance of insurroctionf ry troubles on tbo 
Turkish frontiers. 

New York, April IV, — The advices from the 
Continent show that war preparations aro 
going on in all quarters. The Herald's Paris 
[etter says a general organization for opera- 
tions in tho Eastern provinces of Turkish 
Greeco is completed. War is inevitablo, and 
in that event tho power of tho Porto in Europe 
will bo destroyed. Denmark, Holland, Swit- 
zerland, Spain, Portugal, Greece aud Belgium 
are all engaged in warlike preparations.

The performance displeased hi in 
to that degiee that he diow his pistol and 
fired at the actors on the slave, the btillel 
passing above tbo head of Miss Jelfereon, 
daughter of Joe Jefferson, Sr. The actors 
all stampeded from tho stage, and a quick 
curtain was rung down. Presently, Mr In- 
gersoll, the stage manager, appeared looking 
pale und agitated, and «aid to tho audiunco, 
" Ladies and gentlemen, if there is to be 
shooting at Iho aelors on tbe stage, it will be 
impossible lor thu performance to go on.' 1 
About three weeks afterwards, Marob 27, 
1834, Mr Blair blew out bis own brains with 
his pistol, at his boarding house on Capitol 
hi 1.

Vested Interests of New Wcstininsteri 

Messrs Editors : — Pursuing tbe same 
happy-go-lucky train of thought I indulged 
in the other day: supposing anybody in 18G5 
were writing to his anxious Irionds in Eng- 
land an account of these parts, and were 
getting upon the subject of towns in general, 
and towns in British Columbia in particular, 
what would he say about New Westminster? 
I have no doubt he would say, with perfect 
truth, " New Westminster is the Capital of 
British Columbia," because ho would use 
bis eyes aDd seo what staff of officials 
the country boasted of, and whatever Legis- 
lative imposture there was wero centered in 
that town of much cry and little wool. He 
would not trouble himself much about pro- 
clamations or enactments, but he would 
judgo of tho fact by tho evidence of his 
senses, and he would say : " New West- 
minster is tho Capital of British Columbia 
aud Victoria of Vancouver Island." 

Tho fact is, the Capital ol British Colum- 
bia was never treated by proclamation, it was 
only changed by proclamation. Langley was 
thr Capital by tho mero exercise of tbo royal 
prerogative, as expressed dc facto by tho 
then Governor; and when the royal preroga- 
tive, or the person directing tho royal pre- 
rogative, found it had made a mi-tako, or 
thought it bad made a mistake, tho royal 
prerogative intimated to tho world its owrj 
sonso ol having blundered, and caused the 
fact of its blunder having been inado to be 
made patent to the world, by a proclamation 
having about as much the effect of law as an 
advertisement of Warren's Blacking or the 
intimation of a prize fight — a proclamation 
having tbo force and motivo of publicity 
only, and a proclamation which would never 
have been required and never been made 
had not a change of locality in the Capital 
taken place.' 

To read the debates on tho Capital quos» 
tiou, one would really supposo that Capitals 
were made by proclamation, aud there could 
not ho a bona fide genuine Capital, and no 
mistake, without a document to prove it 
signed by tho Governor and countoroigned 
by somo flat or another, by order of His Ex- 
cellency, sealed with red wax, I dare say, 
and tied up with red tape, Tho contrary is 
notoriously the caso. The absence of a ^ 
proclamation ora formal document, proves the 
uequiesecncu of nil in an established 
order of things, and the existence of the 
proclamation calling New Westminster a 
Capital is n proof of confusion and doubt, 
rather than of anything eleo, and a oimplo 
acknowledgment of tho necessity of ohungo. 

All this tnoaoB : In the year 18G5 two 
Culonios oxistod side by Bide and independ- 
ent— each equal. In Vancouver Island, Vic- 
toria was the capital Irom tbe earliest period,

Tho committee are happy to report that, 
notwithstanding the depressed circumstances 
of tbo times, tbey have continued to extend 
tbe benefits of tho Institution to the sick and 
afflicted, Since tiio l ist Report nine patients 
have been admitted ; one has died, and eight 
have been discharged convalescent, 

In order, however, to enable them to do 
ibis, they have been compelled to reduce thu 
allowances to their efficient nurse and matron, 
Mrs. Ford, daring tbo period; when there are 
no patients in the Infirmary. 

Il will appear from the Treasurer's report 
that tbe total contributions have amounted to 
$1320, while the total expenditure on behall 
of the patients nus fallen short of $10. r >0. It is 
obvious, therefore, that, but for the debt which 
presses upon tbe institution, there would .have 
been a considerable balance to its credit. The 
committee view this as an encouragement to 
peisevere in this benevolent work. 

To guard thu institution against needless 
expenditure, paying pulieuts have been re- 
quired to make some payment in advance, its 
this duty is sometimes forgotten alter the 
benefits have been enjoyed. It is pleasing, 
however, to notice mote than one ease in 
which, without any engagement, discharged 
patients have testified their appreciation ol 
the blessings tbey have received, by becoming 
liberal contributors to the funds. 

A series of lectures and concerts, tinder the 
auspices of the BiBhop and Mis. Hills, has 
netted upwards ot $^;10 towards tho liquida- 
tion ol the debt and of tbe Interest thereon, 
which now amounts to S7-72 ; but it is hoped 
that the vote of $250 made some lime np;o by 
tbe House of i ssembly will be paid by the 
Government and assist to relieve the Institu- 
tion of ibis burden, 

Mrs. Seymour has kindly consented to bet- 
cyme a Patroness of the Infirmary, 

Iu conclusion the coniiuitteo would thank 
the subscribers and donors for their benevo- 
lent liberality ; and here they would not fail to 
mention the great obligation which the sub- 
scribers, patients, and managers, are under to 
the careful attention of the medical gentlemen 
who have given their valuable and gratuitous 
services to the charity. They would express 
ilieir firm belief thai an institution which ex- 
tends its benefits to all, without respect to 
nationality or denomination, will nut be suf- 
fered to languish lor want of fuuds. They 
would still appeal to the women of this colony 
nut to look coldly on a work wiiieh is sj cal- 
culated to conduce to tho comfort and eleva- 
tion ol their sex. The managers may some- 
limes feel it difficulty in drawing a lino as to 
tbe cases -which deserve admission, but they 
believe that the subscribers will fully bear 
them out in the view that, while they should 
guard the Institution against being made tbe 
slatting point lor a fresh career ia vice, they 
should never turn away a poor perishing out- 
cast, by whatever causes her affliction may 
have been produced.

How (be Fcniaij Leaders Humbugged 
their Followers. 

Miss Ellen O'Mabony, who resigned her 
position as a school teacher in Chicago thai 
she might dovote hersell to ihe success of 
the Fenian cause, is now engaged writing 
trie history of the orgauizatiofl for tho New 
York Weekly News. Her revelations are 
under the suggestive title of " Fenian 
Patriots and Plunderers," tho plunderers, by 
her accounts, being in the majority among 
the leadots of the organization.

Stephens had 
told them sufficient assistance would be sent 
them, but Stephens told this on his own re- 
sponsibility. * * * At this meeting 
however, eloquent speakers impressed uuon 
tlio minds uf the Irish people present the 
duty they owed to poor old Ireland. The 
lust speaker wus n witty man, and of a cer- 
tainly not so patriotic as many others who 
had spoken la^s eloquently. In tho heat ol 
argument, und while touching on tho subject 
uf British spies, he held up before them u 
folded paper and said: "There la in this paper 
that which not all the wealth iu England 
could buy I If there is any Brir.isi; spy pro« 
seut, I toll him this to his teeth I"
